LaM evening the Mining Society 
mot for thn second time tills year. 
Tlie business before the meeting was 
the payment of fees to the Canadian 
Mining Institute unci a lecture on "A 
Canadian Coal Property In Ohio," by 
Sir Stopford Brunton. Sir Stopford 
Brunton has been In the employ of 
! the Canadian Oovernment In con- 
! nectlon with the valuation of certain 
! propt rtles controlled by tho Grand 
Trunk Hallway. The property with 
which he was most concerned wbs the 
Grand Trunk's coal mine at Whcel- 
I ing, Ohio. Sir Stopford's lecture (rave 
a most complete and concise view of 
the coal mines In question. 

"Underlying Lakes Krln and On- 
tario and thn country to the south t6 
a gTeat development of the upper 
carboniferous or coal-bearing strata. 
The coal measures outcrop on the 
banks of tho Ohio River in an area 
known as tho- Wert Vtrgtnla-snd Ohio 
coal field. Tho area te much dis- 
sected by rivers and streams. Hills 
of erosinn riso to a height of nix hun- 
dred feet a bore the river bottoms, 
and along these hUrte the coal seams 
come to the surface. These coal 
soaras rise to tho N.N.W. at a rato of 
twenty-five feet to the mllo and are 
rarely crossed by any faults or folds 
of large size. In -aH,. there are twenty- 
one seams in tho area. Of these, 
eight are worked, and three others 
aTo producers rn tfcncs of need. The 
coal -which la nrîned finds a ready 
mart et ta PtttdboiK and Canada. 

T*o company controls throe pro- 
dnctog . mfnos and- •thirty-throe thou- 
sand thro hundred aares of land un- 
dertalft byooaWbearlng strata. Tho 
thro* nirncn produce on an average 
7,000-tons at'ooal^per day. All this 
coal •comes from tho Pittsburgh or 
No. 3. and the Meigs Creek or No. 2 
coal soaras. (Seams are numbered 
from tho bottom up.) The Pitts- 
burgh coal is tho bettor quality and 
Is the only seam -worked just now 
The seam is four feet thick at the 
northern boundary and seven foot 
thisk at tho bottom. A section 
through the scam gives:

Under the energetic instruction of 
Jack McBrlerty, the boxers- of Class 
A division had a fine work-out In 
tho Molson Gymnasium last night.

MORE MODERNITY NEEDED 

If the majority of the present undergrade were faced with 
a fair test upon present dny subjects the results would show an aver- 
age well below the traditional pass mark. There is no doubt that, 
with the possible exception of the world of sport, college men do not 
possess as much information upon any present day subject, and espe- 
cially upon modern writers, as they should. 

To remedy this, it has been suggested that courses in the desired 
subjects should be given, hut this is inadmissible in that it is neces- 
■»ry for a considerable time to elapse before a trustworthy judgment 
can be made on the work of any one man. A somewhat more prac- 
tical suggestion is, if a formal course is not possible, that a series of 
lectures be arranged upon the subjects in question. Few care to 
state what place in literature or in thought a man will finally occupy. 
Yet some writers claim a foremost position. To many of us these 
ire but names. 

Such an arrangement could be extended to interesting and valu- 
able fields. Let us say that the series would include a dozen or even 
a score of talks to be given at stated intervals 'during the winter 
months. The following subjects would prove of special interest 
The state of the novel to-day, mentioning the leaders in this line and 
their works; The modern drama and its outlook; The prominent dra- 
matists and the popular actors; The poetry of the present time; The 
influence of the moving picture and Its educational possibilities; The 
dominant ideas of the day; Men who are influencing and moulding 
the thought of the world; The place ofphilosophy in the social science; 
The possibilities of psychology; The opportunities for social service 
and the outlook for sociology. 

There can be no doubt that the explanation of the moderns is just 
as necessary to an adequate understanding and enjoyment of them as 
ah interpretation of men of other times. There is no question, either, 
that many graduates arc, and all ought to be, interested in them. 

With the present complicatod time-table, an hour suitable to the 
majority is one of the greatest difficulties. Wotdd'it not be possible 
for members of the various departments to treat the latest develop 
ments of their subjects at some regular lecture period, duo notice being 
given of such a lecture and a general invitation given to interested 
students? 

It would be difficult to deal very fully with any one of these 
subjects in so short a period, but if such lectures are accompanied by 
adequate reference they would be invaluable.

Coach Has Difficult Job With 
About 13 Crews to Handle 
At Once. 



With aa high as 13 University of 
Pennsylvania crews taking tbo water 
in a single afternoon. Coach J. W. 
Wright la kept very busy thoso days. 
An, unusually largo number of men 
have turned out for the fall crew 
practice, and the. famous Canadian 
rowing mentor la arranging his plans 
for the fourth annual fall regatta 
which will be hold late this month. 
The splendid weather of the last few 
weeks has done much to promote In- 
terest in rowing at the University. 

Perhaps the biggest hundlcap that 
the Red and Blue will have to over- 
come is the loss of C. 11. Thomas '21, + 
tho "Varsity stroke oar. who will be ^ 
ineligible on account of the three- [ . : . 
year rule. Thomas has been acting - ^ 
captain of the football team, 
been stroking Pennsylvania c 
several seasons, and Is re; 
one ot the best oarsmen tho 
taa had in a k 



of Coach Wrights most promising 
oarsmen are playing football, inolud 
ing W. H. Copeland '21, stroke of the 
Junior 'Varsity in 1019, and No. 
man In tho 'Varolty eight tho past 
season. From all appearances Cope- 
land will stroke tho 'Varsity next 
spring. V. A. Frank '21, another 
clever Warslty oarsman, is also on 
the football team. 

. Tho best eight on the water at the 
present time Is the 150-pound crow 
with most of last year's veterans back 
in their seats. This crew won the 
Intercollegiate 150-pound champion- 
ship last summer. 

At a recent mooting ot the Athletic 
Council of tho University, a 126,000 
fund was voted upon, and if tho trus- 
tees turn over this amount many of 
Coach Wright's difficulties will be 
considerably lessened. The boat- 
bouBe In Falrmount Park is Partly in 
need of improvements. 



Tho regular fortnightly meeting of 
tho McOlU Medical Undergraduate 
Association was held In tho Now Me- 
dical Building. Monday night The 
association was honored hy the ap- 
pearanco for tho first time of Pro- 
fessor Tait of the Chair of Physio- 
logy, who delivered a splendid ad- 
dross on the subject of his recent 
research work in connection with the 
effect of snake-venom on the blocd 

After expressing pleasure at tho 
opportunity of ppoaking to the stu- 
dents In an Informa) capacity. Prof. 
Tait attacked the subject of "Snakea 
and their Venoms." with his usual 
zest and thoroughness. Ho produced 
one of the materials of his research, 
some dried cobra venom Bent to him 
from India, where it Is responsible 
for 25,000 deaths por year. In other 
tropical countries deaths from snaka- 
bite are proportionately as great. 
Tho subject Is one that has had a 
groat moral offect on humanity from 
tho earliest days of history. Many 
Interesting anecdotes ol classical 
writers could be mentioned to ehow 
the horror that Bnakes bring to the 
human imagination. Professor Tall 
showed a means of removing this in 
nate horror of snako-blto, viz.: tho 
study of the action of the venom on 
the blood, and the production of an 
ante-venom, which when injected 
into the victim, will neutralize the 
action of the poison. 

Professor Talt went oil to describe 
the different kinds of snakes that arc 
encountered. First are those that 
live under tho ground which aro quito 
Innocuous; eecondly, we have ground 
snakes, such as boa-coustrlctors and 
pythons, which are not poisonous, 
but aro dangerous; thirdly, ground 
snakes that are highly poisonous, 
These may bo divided Into two 
groups, viz.: ColubrlneB, which lay 
eggs, and vipérines, which are vivi- 
parous. The lecturer referred in- 
cidentally to the harmless tree- 
tmakes, and the poisonous water 
serpents — but paid special attention 
to tho cobra which 1b a type of the 
'•olubrlnes, and the Viper or ruttle- 
tnako, a typo of the vipérines. 

The address was h\o Illustrated 
by several excellent lantern slides 
showing the different kinds of snakes 
and tho difference In tho shape of 
their teeth. Innocuous snakes have 
small regular teeth; cobras largor 
fangs, whil- tho vipers have great 
curved fangs and the sea-snakes 
large straight fangs. 

When tho habits and characterls 
tics of the snakes- had been dealt with 
our attention was directed to the 
poisons. The poison Is secreted by 
the Parotid gland which is protected 
by the massoter muscle. Tho ducts 
runs along the upper Jaw and open 
at the base of ono of the fangs. When 
tho snake is about to strike the fangs 
stick out erect, and when it strikes 
tho masseur muscle, In closing the 
Jaw, compresses tho gland and 
squeezes out tho poison. The poison 
Is a yellow syrup fluid, which dries 
into a yellow powder. It Is of 
soapy consistency, when fluid, Js 
easily soluble In water, and can be 
destroyed by an oxidizing agent 

The Profoasor then compared the 
symptoms or a colubrlno snake-bite, 
and a viporlne snake-bite. In the 
former the part swells, without much 
pain; in tho latter there is excrucl 
atlng pain and the area becomes suf 
fused with blood. At this point, 
fresh specimen was produced, show 
ing tho congestion of blood on the 
Inside of the skin of an animal which 
had died from vipérine poisoning 
(under chloroform). Paralysis of 
respiration occurs long before the 
heart stops beating, but it is hard to 
know where the vonom acts. The 
solution of this problem is found by 
a Rtudy of the blood of the poisoned 
animal. It colubrine poison la in 
Jected, haemolysis occurs, and the 
blood remains' fluid. If a very email 
amount of vipérine blood, on the 
other hand, is Injected Into a vein, 
tho blood clots at once throughout 
the entiro body; tho pupil dilates, 
and the animal is dead within 90 
seconds. If, however, tho latter be 
injected very slowly, the blood is do 
fibrlnated, and remains fluid.

' Finally, Professor Tait described 
the treatment necessary to neutralize 
tho offect of the poison. First llga 
ture the limb, if possible to provenl 
the poison from spreading. Then the 
poison can be sucked out (as it can 
bo swallowed with Impunity). An 
oxidizing agent such as potassium 
permanganate or calcium hydrochlo- 
ride should then be applied on the 
wound to destroy the remains of '.he 
poison. After a vipérine bite the 
parts may become gangrenous. The 
only sure treatment is the injection 
ot the ante-venom at once, cspeciall 
for colubrine poisoning. A horso 



of the venom, until his Mood has de- 
veloped the anti-venom. The serum 
of the horse's blood is then highly 
antagonistic to sn&ko's vonom, and 
if Injected into the blood of the vic- 
tim of snake-bite it counteracts and 
neutralizes the anako-poison. Re- 
covery from a coberine bite is rapid, 
whereas tho vipérine poison may con- 
tinue to produce haemorrhages, after 
an apparent cure. The subject is 
open for further rosearch.

A Book Two Thousand 

Years On The Press 



The Jewish Ministers' Association 
ot America and the Federation ot Or- 
thodox Congregations. In their con- 
ventions tn New York City have but 
emphasised the leaning toward real 
freedom of the Jewish race, as ex- 
pressed in the recent Jewish Congress. 
Them especial demonstrations of the 
Jewleh race toward freedom and all 
that It implies are In line with the 
moat democratic work ever written — 
whet Longfellow called "The Talmud 
of OUt- 
Even In tho official proclamation 
ot the rate General Maude, com- 
mander of the British forces which 
occupied Bagdad, tho Halakha of the 
Talmud was quoted. From the new 
ten volume after tho war edition of 
the Talmud in English, Just issued 
by the Talmud Society of Boston, tho 
following tale of Ben Zacchai, the 
father of the Talmud, Is paraphrased 
He that would fully understand 
the deep debt that modern education 
owes to tho Talmud must needs go 
back to the dark night when a funeral 
cortege came to the gate of old Jem 
saltan and tho Roman guard gave 
way, believing that a beloved teachor 
was being borne to the grave of his 
disciples. Beyond the city walls the 
procession halted. The bier was sot 
down. And from tho coffin arose the 
venerable form of Rabbi Jochanan 
Ben Zaeehal. 

Tho great teacher was not dead. In 
all a noble life devoted to living, he 
was ne— -r mora alive than then. 

To reach the Roman camp unmo- 
lested, he had feigned death. He was 
taken before Vespasian, the victorious 
Emperor, who was so surprised by 
the majesty and power that shone 
from «ho teacher's face, moved <by the 
magic of his voice, that at length he 
promised the rabbi the fulfilment of 
any desire he might name. 

What did he ask? The preserva- 
tion of what was left of the Holy City 
or even of the TempIeT No, his re- 
quest was so modest that tho Emperor 
was again mazed In astonishment. 

"Grant me," said Rabbi Jochanan, 
'the school of Jabnc and Its eohool- 
maatera." 

Jerusalem was deep In debris; thoBe 
of her people who were not slaught- 
ered In the awful cataclysm were 
pltl.'uMy c'lppled and, It would see— . 
humbled to the dust. 

How could the proud Emperor 
dream that Rome — mighty, Imperial 
Rome — should perish, but that 
Israel would live throughout the ages, 
because of the influence of that little 
school in an insignificant seaport 
townT 

But Jahne (now Jamnla* and its 
schoolmasters preserved tho Hebrew 
hvw, the Hobrow literature, the He- 
brew race, and added vastly to the 
store of human knowledge and power. 
And to this day, of all the races of 
the world, the Jewlah is the ono 
whose members, wherever found, can 
practically all read and write, many 
In divers tongues. 

It has, therefore, been well noted 
that the Talmud Is a tale of the strug- 
gle between light and darkness, be- 
tween education and ignorance, with 
the final triumph ot tho schoolmaster 
A thousand authors worked during 
nearly two thousand years to produce 
the Talmud, tho chief redactor of 
which was the famous Jehudah ha- 
Nasi. He was ono ot the most in- 
spiring teachers who ever lived, for 
his spirit held together for five cen- 
turies the colleges established in 
Babylonia for carrying on the debatos 
from -which the Gemara of the Tal- 
mud — the law as explained — was 
evolved through careful atudy of the 
Mishna — the law In brief. 

Altogether, it took 800 years, be- 
ginning 900 B.C., for the oral as- 
sembly of the thought and fancy of 
These centuries and that handed down 
from ancient times. It took nearly 
800 years more to put into writing 
this vast body of speculation and 
learning. 

Tho Talmud was the work of 
"many men of many minds," and all 
conditions of society and many varie- 
ties of religious thoughts are repre- 
sented. Early Jewish Christians and 
pagans, whose knowledge of special 
subjects the rabbis thought worthy 
of inclusion in a work that was 
planned aa the summary of all knowl- 
edge, were contributors to this catho- 
lic and democratic work. 

The Talmud has suffered greatly 



work might live. Rabbi Aklba, who 
la known as tho Talmud's "main 
pillar," is quaintly said to have "died 
with Joy because ho died for the 
Tahmid." 

Tho Roraon Emperor Hadrian, cm- 
able to find a pretext for killing ail 
the sages who worked on the Talmud, 
decreed that If the old rabbis should 
qualify a young rabbi to one at tho 
compilers, both should be put to 
death and the place in which they 
work ehould bo destroyed. It was 
thus believed that with the death ol 
the elder generation the Talmud 
would be forgotten, Israel .would 
blend with the nations and Its mem- 
ory be obliterated. He is said to hav.a 
declared that so long as the Talmud 
existed there was no hopo for the dis- 
persion of the Jows. 

Ills decree was not executed b«-. 
cauee of the action of Rabbi Jehudah 
ben Baaha. This hero betook himself 
to a place betwoen two great moun- 
tains and ordained alx of the elder 
men of Rabbi Aklba's disciples to 
be compilers of tho Talmud. The 
names of those six aro: Rabbis Molr, 
Jehudah b. Elal, Jose b. Halaphat, 
Simeon b. Jochal, Elcazcar b. Shemua 
and Nehemlah. 

Feeling sure that so long aa those 
kept alive the spirit of tho Talmud 
would not be lost, Rabbi Aklba thus 
addressed them: "Fly, my sons, and 
hide from the wrath of the enemy. I 
alone will remain, and will offer my 
body to satlato their vengeance." 

It is said that tho Romans pierced 
his body with 800 Iron lances, "so 
that it reaemblod a sieve." The newly 
consecrated rabbis were saved and 
with them the Talmud. 

Hadrian himself must have read 
the masterpiece of tho ages, for when 
he found that his efforts had met 
with no success he Is said to haw 
utterod this phrase, so like many 
others promulgated by tho rabbinical 
sages: "Great la tho sheep that 
stands among seventy wolves." 

The work finally became so popu- 
lar that practically every town 
wherein Jews had their occupations 
possessed also a houso of learning for 
tflie study of tho Talmud, "so that 
everywhere it bloomed and flourished 
and bora the fruit of the Mishna." 

That this Interest has continued to 
this day is evident from th« fact theft 
tho issus of the after the -war edition 
of the only English translation of tho 
Talmud by the Talmud Society of 
Boston has aroused great interest 
among both Jews and Christfans.

its enemies did not know what St was. 
There was never a work — not even 
the BIMe — that was so relentlessly 
persecuted throughout the ages as 
the Talmud, and by so many sects 
and nations.

The chief men of 
Israel were slaughtered without pfty 
by Trajan and has successors through 
the entire period of fifty-two years, 
from the destruction of the Temple 
to the fall of Bethel.

These steps resulted In a steadv

Threo mines are producing coal at 
tho present time. Number 1 mlii" 
was purchased In 1902. Provious to 
this time it had been oporated off and 
on for 50 yearn, but at no time 
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End dumping cars with wheels 
fixed to the axle were used. These 
had a higher wear, but were mora 
suitable, and gave less accidents du* 
to derailing. All the equipment on 
the cars anil track was kept in good 
repair. Boxes for the cars wero 
made from white oak plank. 

The mines had very little wator, 
which was, in fact, hardly enough 
to settle the dust. This water con- 
tains much sulprurlc acid and cor- 
roded the metal pumps so badly that 
all attempts to use them were given 
up and wooden pumps Installed. 

The cost of mining varied greatly, 
due to changing scale of wages. 

Following this lecture, a discus- 
sion was opened by Dr. Porter and 
Dr. Stansfield. 

Prom the figures given, it is evi- 
dent that the coal 1s of a good qual- 
ity end much better than the average 
coal produced In Canada, and barring 
International complications it ought, 
to be a great asset to the Canadian 
Government. 

One drawback to ooal mining was 
•brought out In the discussion, namely 
the difficulty in disposing of tho coal 
once at tho pit head. The supply of 
railroad cars is lnadequato to meet 
the demand during certain seasons. 
This difficulty sntght be evaded by 
storage, but to storo 14,000 tons of 
coal, or two days' output, would re- 
quire huge bins and elaborate hand- 
ling machinery. Also in the process 
of handling and storing the coal 
would he crushed and its value da- 
prootated. To get around this diffi- 
culty, the miners are paid good wagea 
and have shorter hours. On an aver- 
age the coal miner works only two- 
thirds of the time agreed upon as u 
working day. 

In rush periods box cars are used 
to handle the ooal. This method 
meets the difficulty In a minor way, 
but necessitates a lot of extra wprk.

Into coal cars. This mine Is almost 
worked out. 

Number 2 mine began operations 
In 1914. It is at the same level as 
No. J, and has the same facilities for 
loading cars. The two pit heads aro 
four and a half miles apart and nt 
practically the same elovatlon above 
sea level. 

Hollow-building tile Is tieed In the 
construction of tho power house, etc.. 
and is used In same places under- 
ground. This Is due to tho large tils 
Industry in tho dlettict, which makes 
construction by such, a method com- 
paratively cheap and durable 

The underground workings arc do- 
serving of considerable attention. 
Tho faces run 15 degree* W. of S. 
The" companies make adjustments to 
suit each other. 

On removing the coal the seam is 
undercut by Jeffery or 8ulllvan coal 
cutter's. Small charges of black 
powder are used to break down the 
coal. The props for the roof are of 
beech, etc. Very few are needed, and 
In some old galleries the roof hns 
held up for three years or more 
without support. There Is « definite 
parting between the breast and roof 
coal. The roof coal Is left in place 
to support the shale abovo It. Where 
the roof coal tends to cave, props 
with wedge caps are put In to hold It 
up. Ties for tho tracks areiof oak. 

Tito mine cars hold two and one- 
half tons. Horses and mules are 
used to haul the cars to collecting 
pointe; 14-pound rails are used for 
this part of tho haulage system. 
From tho collecting points, 6-ton 
electric trolley locomotives take tne 
cars to tho stations; 40-pound rails 
are used for this part of the system. 
The remainder of the haul la over G0- 
pound rails Ay 13, 16 or l8^ton 
Baldwln-Wostlnghouae trolley loco- 
motives. These locomotives make 
the round trip of seven miles in forty 
minutes. The track Is down grado 
going out on the 36-1ncb gauge 
track.

J. Clark on the "News- 
paper Interview." 



The "Newspaper Interview" was 
the subject dealt with this week by 
Mr. E. J. Archibald, who Is delivering 
a series of lectures on Journalism. 

To be ablo to Interview a man suc- 
cessfully Is the most difficult task 
that can be set a reporter. It re- 
quires tact and experience, combined 
with a high degree of " savoir faire," 
and a knowledge of human nature. 
In fact, the good interviewer marks 
the apex of the reporter's achieve- 
ment. 

Interviews may be divided Into two 
t lasses, those where the interview 
Itself lr the reason for the story, and 
those where it is used to Illustrate 
ionic phase of the story. The sub- 
jects that is the perenim being Inter- 
viewed, may generally be grouped 
Into three, the men who are willing 
tO'talk, the men who are Indifferent, 
or do not think they are qualified to 
talk, and the men who refuse to talk 
at all. It is in handling the last 
named class that the greatest degree 
of skill Is required. 

The Interviewer should have bis 
mind made up beforehand what 
course the interview shall take. lie 
should know what questions he will 
ask, and his task Is to keep the inter- 
view from getting beyond his control. 
The lecturer compared tho reporter 
ronductlng tho Interview to a man 
driving a horso down a road. He 
must above all keep tho horse from 
straying off the track. 

In conclusion, the lecturer aald 
that on no account must the reporter 
act Is any other manner than that of 
a gentleman, and that be must use 
hit discretion in publishing anything 
that might posalhly be conslderel to 
Pave been given to him In confid- 
ence.

The foroo roaponatbk for this 
Chang* seem a to have been a deriva- 
tive of the aofmnraet simpler ogolam 
of tfhe members of the parent tribe. 
I.e. the now rhfcractwrs wero those 
which Increased tho powers of the 
segregating race In the atrugglo for 
existence. 

There does not soem to have been 
anything essentially now In the 
minds or the new race, but ra<hor a 
difference In degroe of development 
of qualities already acquired in the 
parent race. The question may bo 
oskod: If egoism waa existent in thu 
parent stock, whero may wo look for 
Its beginning? 

To nnswor this, It Ih necessary to 
point out the meaning we wish to ex- 
press by egoism. It is, briefly, thu 
continuous and Intense care of the 
Individual for Its own woll being, re- 
gardless of thu amount of intelligence 
possessed by tho type. It la hard to 
Imagine that at any particular staga 
In evolution this self -solicitude bo- 
gan, but as time wore on egoism wej> 
dovelopod from something simpler in 
type, and this In Its turn coming 
from a simpler mechantem ad infin- 
itum. Something of the naturo of 
egoism scorns to he the lnovttabld 
concomitant of all living creatures. 

In the comparatively low forms of 
life It Is to bo Identified with tha 
set of protective reflexes which safi>- 
gunrd the Individual's life.

Tho question is certainly a lartrn 
one, and no attempt to answer ft fully 
Is attempted. 

Because the different factions of 
peoples have found It easier to toler- 
ate each other than to exterminate 
the opposing parties, the number a/ 
values to-day is very great — the off- 
shooot of the original egoism Is now 
protean In expression. 

The same Individual may value 
several Ideals and all In varying de- 
gree; e.g., one unit prises high phy- 
sical development and another em- 
phasises the value of ethical ideals, 
a third one lusts for property pos- 
sessions, a fourth values fame or 
political influença. Wbo can deny 
that In all of theeo examples and 
many others that, on the whole, it is 
best for his ego. 

If the foregoing derivation uf 
values Is granted , it is possible to do 
rive any pr&ctkal advantage from the 
view? Perhaps very ltttle. How- 
ever, If we took stock of all our own 
i there might be found some to scrap, 
for example, any ideal calling for 
great exertion of the present, with a 
doubtful vslue for the future. The 
belief that leads out our egoism thus 
will perhaps be scrapped one day it- 
self. How many of our modern 
; social and ethical beliefs that are to 
be regarded as uneound is uncertain, 
but unless history stops repeating 
there are many of them. 

However, tho ego must have Its 
Indirect values, and we could not rid
